KUOMINTANG BLAMED FOR OHENGTU RIOT 

GHUNGEKING, Sept.4 -- Following the recent Chengtu incident, 
an which two 7 epheie subjects were killed and two others badly 
injured, the Chinese government adeolared that Commmists were 
to blame for the incicent. However, many new facts have been 
discovered which prove the incident to have been staged accord- 
ing to a carefully preparec plan, the purpose of which was to 
prevent Mr. Iwai, the newly-~appointea Japanese Consul at Chengtu, 
from assuming his post. These facts are as follows: 

1s When the mob attacked tie Great Ssechuen Hotel a search 
Was started for the Japanese Consul and members of the srowd 
shoutec "Deport Iwait"™ The riot lasted about two hours and 
during all of that period the police stood by without inter— 
fering. When the rioters seized Mr. Saito, they questioned him: 
“Iwai arrived here by airplane -- where is he naw?" 

2 Before the riot commenced, members ef the meb questioned 
the four subsequent vactims as to whether they were on the staff 
of the new Japanese Consul. From this fact it can be seen that 
the riot was under the Leadership o2 the local Knomnintang orgen- 
Asation, which aimed to prevent Mr, Iwai from taking over his 
post. 

3- On the night ef august 23, when it had become known that 
Mr. Iwai woula reach Chengtu the following dey, placards ae~- 
neuncing the reopening of the Japanese Consulste in Chengtu made 
their appearance on the streots.
